that he co nsidered it u nw ise to g et

The State Board of Health has 
figures to show th a t

measles in this state total 200 for 
every sin gle d eath 
from smallpox, 
largely because of th e lack of care. 
Dr. P arke r also said that Dixon 
people should rem e m ber that there 
is a state law which provid es a heavy 
fin e or imprison men t or both, at the 
d iscretion of the court, for an y man 
or woman or phy sician who kn ows 
of a case of con tagious d isease an d 
who fails to report the same to the 
health authorities.

tio n. 
“Their labo rato ry fo o d scientists had 
to ld the military autho rities that car­ 
bo hy drates were dietetic eq uivalents o f 
fat.

Let the doub ter also recall what was known of the 
Prussian b efore the war. 
We all knew him more or less. 
Did we ever 
anticipate that when “the day” 'came, he would prove In warfare a Bayard 
of courtesy and chivalry? 
With the additional material for judging the 
Prussian character afforded b y the war, can we b e In doub t of what would 
happen to us and the world If the “great b lond b east,” or In Mr. Kidd’s 
words, the “efficient Darwinian animal,” got the upper hand? 
Mr. Kipling’s conclusion is that whatever sacrifices we have to make 
In order to destroy this portent, they are well worth while. To achieve our 
end “will take every ounce in us; it will try us to the naked soul.”

of us have made ultimate sacrifices; b ut from many the war has still ex ­ 
tracted little more than what is represented b y the difference b etween b ut- 
tw and margarine.
